Central Mileage Fund 


Sir,—In the report of a meeting of the Insurance Acts Com- 
mittee (Supplement, July 13, p. 3) a suggestion was made to 
apply for an increase in the Central Mileage Fund, and it is 
stated: ‘One member, a prominent rural practitioner, said 
that in spite of all that had been stated in the past he was 
increasingly convinced that the contention of the town prac- 
titioner that he travelled a greater distance than the rural 
practitioner commonly supposed was entirely justified.” | 
do not know who this “ prominent rural practitioner” is, but 
the sooner his colleagues in his area find someone else to 
represent them the better it will be for them and the whole 
rural practitioners. I do not doubt that many practitioners 
in towns travel many miles, but what number of patients 
can they visit in their round? The country doctor often has 
to go many miles and then tramp over fields with mud up 
to his knees to see one patient who is often a poor labourer 
or one of his family and quite incapable of paying an 
adequate fee. I once had to pay many visits to such a case, 
and in spite of taking my Wellington boots with me I found 
the walk so exhausting that I refused to go on unless they 
sent a cart to the main road to meet me. It is not so much 
the distance he travels as the time it takes that makes country 
practice so arduous. A country doctor may motor thirty or 
forty miles in a day and earn very little. A town one, if he 
travels a similar distance, puts in several visits and earns an 
adequate amount. Having had experience of both kinds of 
practice, 1 know that the mileage grant is inadequate—l 
am, ete.,

Compulsory Service for ‘‘R” Practitioners 

Sir,—I am a medical practitioner outside the “R” class 
but have had some experience in the past as house-surgeon in 
provincial hospitals, and wish to point out the difficulties of 
compulsory service for medical practitioners as house-surgeons 
in the voluntary hospitals. The remuneration and more 
especially the conditions of employment in these hospitals vary 
widely and are in many cases highly unsatisfactory. As it 
seems likely that it will be in those hospitals that are most 
unsatisfactory that compulsion would be necessary to fill the 
vacancies it would be advisable in all those posts that: (1) 
sufficient salary should be paid to enable the medical man to 
maintain a reasonable standard of living without having his 
income supplemented by his parents; and (2) the hours and 
conditions of work should be above the minimum standard. 
I would suggest every second week-end entirely off duty and 
the minimum of three afternoons off duty in all cases where 
the house-surgeon is required to take his turn on call for 
night emergencies. 


It is well known that the incidence of sickness among house- 
surgeons is high, but the hospital authorities like to regard 
this as due to infection from patients and to ignore the main 
cause, which is lack of opportunity for fresh air and exercise. 
Again, it is customary to regard these hospital complaints as 
trivial sicknesses which must be a nuisance to the unfortunates 
concerned but are not a matter of any great importance. 
Perhaps a record of my years in hospital may be enlightening 
in this respect. During just over three years’ residence, 
spread among several hospitals, |] came across approximately 
100 medical men and women whose term of residence co- 
incided with mine for a longer or shorter period. Of these 
two developed tuberculosis; three were operated on for 
acute appendicitis ; two developed duodenal ulcers with com- 
plications; one developed diabetes; and one retrobulbar 
neuritis. In addition, my immediate predecessor in one hos- 
pital post developed tuberculosis and so did the one before 
the last in another hospital; both have, I believe, died. 
Almost all these cases occurred in house-surgeons who con- 
tinued in hospital jobs for longer than a year.—lI am, etc.,

THE DENTAL BOARD 


In opening the thirty-eighth session of the Dental Board the 
chairman, Professor Edward Sheridan, said that calls were 
being made upon the board to enforce the prohibition of 
practice and of “holding out” by unregistered persons. The 
board had the power, in England but not in Scotland, to 
institute prosecutions for these offences, though it had no 
monopoly anywhere of this power. But there were signs of 
a revival since last autumn of demands that the board should 
investigate, wholly at the expense of its funds, allegations 
which were sometimes vague and statements which were some- 
times casual, suggesting that an offence might at some unknown 
time have been committed. It was natural that when legiti- 
mate practice had not recovered its equilibrium, and the 
practitioner was subjected to competition on the mechanical 
side of his work which might sometimes pass beyond legal 
bounds, he should turn to the board to safeguard his hardly 
won position. But it was not possible for the board simul- 
taneously to expand its activities in prosecuting for offences 
or in making inquiries with a view to prosecution, and to 


spend less, or no more, on work falling under this head in 


its accounts. It seemed prudent, therefore, to anticipate that 
expenditure for the. year would exceed income by a sum of 
the order of £2,000. For the present the board must turn 
a critical, if sympathetic, eye on proposals for the resumption 
or expansion of grant-aided services. If a policy which erred 
on the side of parsimony were now followed the board might 
be better able, when peace was restored, to see how such 
resources as remained in its hands could best be applied to 
purposes connected with dental education and research or any 
public purposes connected with the profession of dentistry.

The reorganization of the general relief districts in London con- 
sequent upon the coming into operation of the Old Age and 
Widows’ Pensions Act, 1940, necessitates alterations in the district 
medical service and medical relief districts. It is hoped to bring 
these alterations into force, with the consent of the. Minister of 
Health, on October 1. The rearrangements include a reduction in 
the number of medical relief districts from 112 to eighty-eight. A 
certain number of district medical officers will become redundant, 
and their engagements have been or will be terminated. In some 
cases—namely, those of senior Poor Law officers who are retired 
with the consent of the Minister of Health—the question of com- 
pensation will arise. In twenty-five districts the salary is being 
increased and in twelve decreased in consequence of the alteration 
of boundaries. of the districts, and in fifteen other cases the pro- 
visional allowance in addition to the normal salary is being increased 
and in five cases diminished,. owing to increase or reduction of work 
respectively, 
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
